Proposal Recommended to State 


Giant Step'Towards Unification 


The proposed unification of the 
Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District took a giant step towards 
possible realization last week. 

Following a lengthy — public 
hearing which featured an equal 
number of proponents and oppo- 
nents expressing their opinions the 


Yorba Linda Star 


County Committee on School 
District Organization approved the 
unification plan whicit will now be 
forwarded to State school officials. 

The State body will hold a public 
hearing. If the plan is approved it 
will be sent back to the County unit 
who will set an election date. At that 


point, the voters of the YLSD will 
have the final say on unification. If 
there is an election it will probably 
be held in March of 1978. 

The interested Yorba Lindans at 
the meeting which filled the library 
multi-purpose room to overflowing 
first heard the County Committee 


reject a unification plan for the La 
Habra/Towell area. 

Then the local district and the 
bulierten Union High Schoel District 
squared 9 off. The — unification 
proposal would pull some 1,300 
Yorba Linda students out of Troy 
High School. It would alse; include 


transfer of an FUHSD site for a high 
school in the elementary district to 
the new unified district. 

The arguments of unification 
proponents centered around busing 
and other transportation of students 
from five to seven miles one way 
each day and community identity.

Each member of the YLSD Board 
of Trustees dealt with a different 
aspect of the unification plan. 
President Paul Armstrong said the 
community ‘‘feels that it is time to 
have its own high school.”

Initial 
Budget Look 


A slight) increase in dollars 
allocated to books, supplies anc 
equipment replacement and a 
lowering of the money for contracted 
services were indicated by the Board 
of Trustees of the Yorba Linda 
School District last week. 

In taking a first look at budget 
guidelines for the 1977-78 school 
year, the board told administration 
to think along those lines. 

Percentages for certificated sal- 
aries will be a bit higher and those 
for classified salaries slightly lower. 
according to Deputy Superintendent 
Elton Patridge. 

A lower than current budget 
percentage was also figured for 
employee benefits. 

The present budget is around the 
$3.5 million figure taking in all those 
areas mentioned plus food services. 
community service, capital outlay, 
transfers and reserves.

City Council had called the 
meeting to test the public pulse on 
the long debated issue of contracting 
police service to Brea versus 
establishing a city police depart- 
ment. 

City Manager Art Simonian 
presented arcport on police services 
which carried no recommendation. 


, It compared contractural services 


with those which might be offered by 
a prototype city department. 

The cost of the latter was 
estimated at $691.~00 and would 
provide a total of 26 persons. 17 
designated as patrolmen. three as 
sergeants and one as_ chief. 
Equipment. maintenance and oper- 
ation. overhead costs and building 
remodeling were included in the 
proposal 

Simonian stressed that the local 
department would be based on a 
“minimum cost and service level’ 
and would grow considerably in a 
space of three to five vears. 

Contract costs have accelerated 
from the initial 1970 contract of 
$253.195 in actual costs to an 
esumated $592,000 for the 1977-78 
fiscal vear 

For that amount Yorba Linda gets 
two patrol cars 24 hours per day. one 
motorbike 20 hours per week. 
detective investigation and admuin- 
istrative supervision. There 1s aiso a 
lreutenant on permanent day duty in 
the city 

In answer to questions from the 
audience Chief Forkus explained 
that. actually. the city gets more 
than outlined. He said that on the 10 
hour-four day deployment — of 
manpower ‘curve profile’ the city 
sometimes. because of overlap. has 
four units on duty here. He added 
that there are other services which 
Yorba Linda benefits from that are 
net outlined in the contract.

When I was managing my first B 
team I lost some of my boys to the A 
teams and at first I was upset. I 
didn't understand the structure of 
the Little League program and had 
to realize that as a manager it was 
my responsibility to teach each boy 
how to play baseball properly so that 
he can become a better player and 
progress toward major league ball. 

During the year I was managing 
this B team, my coach Hail 
Waterbury and I were really ‘‘gung 
ho’’ to set out and improve the B 
field. First we built an announcers 
booth. Then we painted everything 
in sight. This wasn't good enough so 
we padded the dugout benches. 

When we finished, everything 
looked so pretty that we weren’t sure 
if we wanted to play on it for fear of 
messing everything up. We did not 
ask the board for any money. Mr. 
Waterbury donated all the material 
we needed and he and | and several 
other managers did all of the work. 

We later learned from _ this 
experience that the B teams felt that 
things were so good with their 
padded seats and announcers booth, 
that they didn’t really care if they 
moved up to the A’s or Majors. 

We learned that year that if the 
minors have the same thing as the 
majors there is little incentive to 
improve. We also learned that the 
Little League recommends no new 
uniforms for the minor system. 

For the entire Little League 
program all possible precautions are 
taken to assure that each field is safe 
to play on and that none of the 
equipment is broken. I have 
personally surveyed all equipment 
for this season. 

Les Pikaart our field manager 
assures us that the fields will be 
safe. Volunteers are forming work 
parties weekly. Come on down to the 
fields and help out. 

During my eight years I have 
heard the word ‘‘clique”’ used quite 
often when referring to those who 
aiways seem to be available to help.
